Th e question on th e 10th anniversary of th e 
foreign - aid program th at began as th e Marsh ­ 


all Plan in 1947 is th is: 
Was 4h ere any alternative th at th e United 
States could h ave turned to 10 y ears ago, wh en 
th e problem was to ch eck th e spread of Rus­ 
sian influence — someth ing th at would h ave 
produced better results with less dissatisfac- 


Wh en Secretary of State George C. Marsh all 
announced a plan for sh oring up th e free world 
with U. S. productivity and know-h ow, opposi­ 
tion was strong and prompt. Skeptics said it 


would not work. 
Th ey said th e United States would be a vic­ 
tim of its own good impulses; th at it would be 
gqlled mercilessly by a passel of slick foreign 


ingrates. 
But th e opponents did not carry th e day . 
World opinion did not confirm th eir skepticism. 
Th e Organization for European Economic Co­ 
operation was formed promptly to make th e 
m ost of th e forth coming assistance. In Decem­ 
ber 1947 , Congress auth orized th e beginning of 
a : long-range program to build stability abroad 
and th ereby to preserve th e dignity of man 
from degradation by Russian conspirators. 


It is impossible to separate th e Marsh all Plan 
from preceding stop-gap program s of foreign 
assistance, dating back to 1941. Altogeth er, th e 
United States h as disbursed more th an 110 bil­ 
lion dollars. 
Th rough th e end of World War II, its gross 
outlay was more th an 49 billion. Since th en, 
th e outlay h as been more th an 61 billion. Net 
totals are unobtainable, because of th e nature 
of th e program . No one knows h ow to appraise 
th e results financially . 


Did th e United States h ave an alternative in 
1947 wh en Secretary Marsh all affirmed faith in 
th e h elping h and as th e surest way to stop th e 
spread of Russian Communism? 


Th e fact is th at Russian Communism was 
ch ecked in Europe. Th e Marsh all Plan did not 
fail in wh at it was designed to do. Wh eth er or 
not it cost too much is a question th at cannot 
be answered for y ears to come. 


Cutting The Jugular 
Th e problem of th e m ilitary mind in th e 
United States does not ch ange much , even 
th ough th e labels ch ange. 
'U ntil 
m ilitarists 
broadened 
out 
and 
quit 
being intellectually brass-bound, th e problem 
was h ow to widen th eir perspective enough to 
understand oth er points of view. Now th at 
th ey are noted for th eir all - around intelli­ 
gence, th e problem is h ow to m ake th em sh are 
th eir point of view with oth ers on a give-and- 
take basis. 
.“ We cannot afford to gamble with national 
defense,” th ey reply to every proposal fofr cut­ 
ting th e budget. Th is is supposed to be a com­ 
plete rebuttal to th e proposal th at a 4 per 
cent cut in th e m ilitary area of th e Eisenh ow­ 
er adm inistration’s budget would not be out of 
line. 
:if pressed for particulars, m ilitarists point out 
th at any cutting would be done at th e ex pense 
of th e guided-missile program . 
In previous 
y ears, it alway s was pointed out th at any cut­ 
ting would be done at th e ex pense of wh atever 
wh s considered most essential at th e time — 
h eavy bombers, for ex ample. 
Wh y does every proposal for a reduction of 
m ilitary spending h ave to cut th e jugular of an 
essential program ? 
Wh y is it impossible to adm it th at a budget 
reduction of a few percentage points could be 
t^ken out of nonessential spending? 
Th e m ilitary mind does not ch ange much 
over a period of y ears. It just becomes better 
educated. 


For The 102nd Time 
Life will go on in Oh io as if th e General As­ 
sembly h ad not finish ed its 102nd session. More­ 
over, it will go on pretty much as if th ere h ad 
been no session in th e first place. 
¡¡The trouble — if th at is wh at it is — lies not 
irv th is y ear’s perform ance but in th e way th e 
legislature operates. 
I t tries to cover th e entire range of big and 
litUe issues and proposals in no more th an six 
m onth s once every two y ears. Th e oth er th ree- 
foiirth s of th e time, its m em bers draw th eir 
pay for stay ing at h ome. 
Th is guarantees th at most of th e legislature’s 
work will be done under pressure and in confu­ 
sion. Th is, in turn, becomes a guarantee th at 
its leaders, its blocs and its lobby ists will as­ 
sert m ax imum influence, because th ey will be 
the only ones capable of keeping track of wh at 
is-going on. 
Th ere will be scarcely any tim e for legisla­ 
tive discussion and no tim e at all to build up 
statewide discussion, ex cept under forced draft. 
Trifles will become momentous, and momen­ 
tous th ings m ay be overlooked entirely . 
Gov. O'Neill say s h e is well satisfied with th e 
102nd session. Th e Democrats do not seem to 
be acutely dissatisfied. Th e rest of us will be 
able to make up our minds better wh en we 
h ave h ad a few month s to learn wh at h appened 
during th e confusion of a less th an five-month 
session.

Industry leaders differ on pros­ 
pects for dollar sales volume. 
One large m aker — Outboard 
M arine’s lawn-boy division of La­ 
m ar, Mo.-—points out th at all re­ 
tail prices h ave tended down since 
th e industry really got going 10 
y ears ago. In 1946 retail sales 
averaged $122.30 per mower. In 
1956 th e average price paid was 
about $7 8. 
Anoth er large m aker—Toro of 
Minneapolis—believes dollar sales 
volume will rise th is y ear. Offi­ 
cials point out th at h omes being 
built th is y ear are larger and lo­ 
cated on bigger plots—tem pting 
new owners to buy mech anical 
h elp in lawn clipping. Th ey add 
th at more of th e self-propelled ro­ 
tary ty pe motors are being sold,
